From theſe two Inſtances it doth'appear, that 
there is reaſon nu for us to ſ#ſpe at leaſt, 
that they have craftily, and againſt the light 
of their own Conſciences; and fo, it is very pro- 
bable that they do ſtill, and that they may know 
themſelves the falſhood of thoſe things, which 
they would fain have usto believe, and perha 
for Varro's and Scevola's reaſon, becauſe it is fit 
ſometimes the People ſhould be decerved in their 
Religion, for peace and quietneſs ſake. 

Bur yet, What if the Rulers of theſe People be 
of the ſame Faith with their Vaſſals ? it is no ar- 
gument of thetruth'of their Creed, becauſe great 
and learned Men have believed it, for 
and learned Men may be, and have been de- 
ceived. That great Philoſopher Zero, did que- 
ſtion, whether there was any ſuch thing as 
tion in the world ; but what authority” is this 
for we to disbeleive my own eyes? And Scipio 
Tettws was ſuch a Fool, that he denied the bein 
of God, and ſet up a School of Atheiſm, ma.

And fo the firſt thing I pro- 
pounded is made good, that many people are 
led away by ſtrong deluſions, to believe rhat 
which is a manifeſt and notorious lic, and: how 
this cometh to paſs : Partly by the power of 
Mens Edxcation , partly by the efficacy of their 
Laſts ;, but chiefly by the Juſtice of God, there- 
by puniſhing them for therr darling wickedneſ- 
' les; for this cauſe Ged doth ſend them ſtrong 
Delafm, that they ſhould believe a Lie. ? 
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And for this canſe God ſhall ſend them ſtrong Delu-- 
 bons, that they ſhould believe « Lye. 


HE ſecond conſideration now fol- 
lowes , that notwithſtanding thoſe 
great Evidences which have been 
given on the behalf of Truth, yet multitudes 
of ſilly people are very fond of deluſions and - 
lyes ſtill ; nay, even ſuch as are of the fame, 
or of the like Nature , . with thoſe Delufions 
which St. Paz! ſpeaketh of here , which he 
ſayeth' were to be ſent upon that Generation; 
as a curſe and Judgement upon them, becauſe 
uy loved not, the Truth, that they might 
laved.

In the handlingof this matter I muſt of ne- 
ceſliry obſerve this Method 3 to ſhew you 
what thoſe Pretences were which prevailed in 
the zery firſt ages of Chriſtianity : Then, that 
many pretences which are m vogne now do 
reſemble and come wery near to thoſe which 
were broached in the begining by damned Sedu- 
cers ; and laſtly, that theſe are meer Detuſcors and 
Lyes, how ſpecious ſoever they may appear unto 
the r. 

1. Then it is obſervable and very certain, 
that in the moſt Primitive Times of the Church, 
many Impoſtors did pretend to an Irfallible 
Spirit. This is clear to any man that hath but 
enquired into the Hiſtory and condition of 
that Age wherein the Apoſtles of Chriſt lived. 
For Simon the Sorcerer ( of whom we read 
AZ. 8. and whom the Ancients called «ys16rour 
« Zarere the Eldeſt Son of the Devil) pretend- 
cd, that he was that Drome Being, which fram- 
ed both the Argelical and Viſible world, He 
per{waded _ to believe , __ was the 
great power z or (as it may be rendxed 
that he ——_ Power, Cole: or Divine Mo 
Jeſtie, whichis called Great. He pretended to 
be zrore than Gods Vicar upon Earth 3 for he 
gave out, that he was the very God, that ap-
